tU Answer—This refers to the substitu- 
tion authorised by the act of 1877, sec- 
tion 212 of the constitution, and calls 
f«r a return that ia regular in essential 
forms and which truly represents the 
facts to be described by it. But much 
of the constitutional requirement is di- 
rectory, merely. It does not aim at de- 
priving people of their right of suf- 
rage or their right of representation, 
for formal errors, but aims at averting 
such a result. Where the constitution- 
al requirements have been fully or been 
defectively executed by the town offi- 
cers, it is in aid of coBBtitotional pro- 
vision to supply the omission and defi- 
ciency as nearly and as correctly as may 
be 
Such is the purpose of the statute.

The object of the constitutional provi- 
sions respecting elections is to furnish 
as many safe-guatds as may be, either 
throngh fraud or mistake ; correctly to 
ascertain and declare the will of the 
people as expressed in a choice of their 
officers and legislators. Hence the re- 
qnirement that not only shall the re- 
turns be made on the spot, in an open 
town meeting, but a record of the vote 
shall be made at tte same time, and an 
authenticated return is conclusively pre- 
sumed to be valid. They have no right 
to'go behind the returns. 


It is said that bodies, composed of a 


definite number, acting by a majority of 
those present, may constitute a majori- 
ty of the whole number; or, to use Mr. 
Davis' illustration, if a body consists of 
12 couneilmen, 7 ia the least number 
that can constitute a valid meeting, 
though 4 of the 7 may act, and so far 
as we are aware, the law is so stated in 
substance by all ancient and modern au- 
thorities. The rule is applicable to such 
cases similar to that which applies to 
our house of representatives. 
The 


whole number of representatives, estab- 
lished by law, is 151. A majority— 
that is, seventy-six members—consti- 
tute a quorum to do business. If there 
is actually that number of them pres- 
ent, and a majority of them—that is, 
thirty-nine members—vote in the affirm- 
ative, a valid law can thereby be enact- 
ed, or other business transacted. 
If 


less than seventy-six members be pres- 
ent, then no business can be done, ex- 
cept to adjourn or compel the attend- 
ance of absent members. This is fa- 
miliar law and illustrates the principle 
applicable to aldermen of cities and 
show* how and why a return signed by 
less than a majority of the whole num-

The constitution contains no such re- 
quirement or statutory provision requir- 
ing it. It is entirely unimportant and 
unapplicable to cases where a plurality 
of votes elects. It is a well settled 
rule of construction that where the gen- 
eral rule of the statute embrace* sev- 
eral subjects, but are lound to be prac- 
ticable to some of the subjects, and not 
to others, it is to be construed as em- 
bracing those subjects only to which it 
is practically applicable. 


Question 5— Are returns from towns 


or cities which are not attested by the 
town or city clerk valid, within the 
same section ? 


Answer— Returns from towns and 


cities which are not attested by the 
town, plantation or city clerk, are not 
valid. The attestation of the clerk is 
pre requisite to any action of the gov- 
ernor and council in ceunting votes. It, 
however, the clerk should be absent, a 
clerk pro tempore may be chosen, or 
deputy clerk may be appointed under 
statute of 1867, section 17, and amend- 
ment thereof by act of 1874, section 
159; the returns of such clerk pro tem- 
pore or deputy clerk are to have the 
same force and effect as if signed by 
the clerk.

Question 6—Have the governor and 


council the right to leject the returns 
ol an election of members of the legis- 
lature required by the same section 
from officers of towns which were not 
made, signed or sealed up in open town 
meeting ? 


Answer—The governor and council 


must act upon the returns forwarded to 
the secretary of state. If they purport 
to be made, signed and sealed up in 
open town meeting, they constitute the 
basis of action of the canvassing boards. 
No provision is found in the constitu- 
tion or in any statute of this state, by 
which they would be authorized to re- 
ceive evidence to negative the facts 
therein set forth. They therefore have 


received in the ballot box, neither the 
selectmen nor the governor ari.l council 
can refuse to count it. 


Question 10—If the names of per- 


sons appear in a return without any 
number of votes being stated or earned 
out against them, either in words or 
figures, is it the duty of the governor 
and council to treat those persons as 
having the same number of votes as 
another person received for the same 
office and whose name is placed first in 
the return, if they find dots under fig- 
ures or words set against such other 
persons name ? 


Answer—If "ditto" marks or dots 


are placed under figures or words of the 
first candidate or vote, the returns 
should be counted. Where it appears 
by letters or figures in first line and by 
"ditto" marks or by dots in the follow- 
ing lines, that same class of candidate 
received the same votes, there can be 
no ground for rejection of the j?ord 
"ditto" and its abbreviation to "do," and 
dots or marks that stand for the word 
"ditto" are of common use, and have a 
perfectly well defined meaning, known 
to persons generally. 
That meaning 


should not be disregarded. We answer 
the question in the affirmative. 


Question 11—Have the governor and 


council the legal right to decid.e what 
kind of evidence they will receive and 
what mode of proceeding before them 
is necessary to enable them to deter- 
mine the genuineness of returns, re- 


turns "areTot brought to naught be 
cause the penmanship may be poor, the 
language ungrammatical or the spelling 
erroneous. It is enough if the returns 
can bc understood, and if understood, 


ffect should be given to their nat- 


ural and obvious meanin?. They are 
not to be strangled by idle technicalties, 
nor is their meaning to be distorted by 
carpings and captious criticism. When 
that meaning is ascertained there should 
be no hesitation in giving it tull effect. 


The record, if any there be, of the re- 


turns should be received with favor and 
construed with liberality. Great for- 
malitv and nicety cannot be expected 
.nd should not bc required. The gen- 
eral principle which governs is, that 
while there should be a strict compli- 
ance with the provisions of the statute, 
yet, when they are merely directory, 
such a strict compliance is not essential 
to the validity of the proceedings under 
such a statute, unless it is so declared 
to be therein. This is specially appli- 
cable when the right of the public or of 
third persons are concerned. 


The dominant rule is, to give such 


construction to official acts of munici- 
pal officials as will best comport with 
the meaning and intention of the par- 
ties, as derived from a fair and honest 
interpretation of the language used to 
sustain rather than to defeat the will 
of the people and disfranchise the citi- 
zen.

Question 3—Is a return signed by 


less than a majority of selectmen oi a 
town or alderman of a city valid within 
the requirement* of the same section ? 


Answer—To thu question,we answer, 


that while the town may legally elect 
as many as 7 selectmen, the well known 
praetiee is to elect only 3, and in such 
cases a retarn to be valid, muat be sign- 


no such power. A statement by the 
municipal officers is in that respect 
conclusive. 


Question 7.—Is a return of two per- 


sons purporting to be selectmen of a 
town valid and sufficient evidence of 
the vote of a town when it appears 
there where at the time of the meeting 
at which the election was had, but two 
selectmen of that town were present ? 


Answer—When a majority of the se- 


lectmen are absent from a meeting for 
election purposes, or being present, 
r.fuse or neglect to act as such, and to 
do all the duties required ot them, the 
voters at such meeting may choose so 
many selectmen pro tempore as are 
necessary to complete the number com- 
petent to do the duties. R. S. art. 4, 
sec. 20. In case of the death or remov- 
al of all the selectmen, two would be 
sufficient and competent to act. 
The 


inquiry is, if a return would be valid 
where there should be but two select- 
men at the time of the meeting at 
which time the election was held. If 
other selectmen had deceased prior to 
the meeting, the survivors might act, 
and their action would be legal, but the 
canvassing board are to be governed 
by the returns. Evidence would not 
be admianbk to prove the fact that

Answer—We assume that the genu- 


ineness of the returns referred to re- 
lates either to the signatures of the of- 
ficers signing, or to alteration of returns. 
The governor and council have no 
power to reject the returns on either 
ground, unless an objection in writing 
is presented to them setting forth that 
the signatures of such officers, or some 
one of them, are not genuine, or that 
the returns have been altered after it 
was signed by them. 
Notice thereof 


should be given to all persons interest- 
ed; and when adjndiciating upon the 
facts, the governor and council should 
be governed in their admission of evi- 
dence by the established rules of evi- 
dence, in accordance with the law of 
this state. Witnesses should be duly 
sworn that they may be punishable for 
the crime of perjury if they wilfully 
testify falsely. The governor and coun- 
cil have no right to reject returns for 
such cause without giving tSe parties 
interested therein a fair opportunity to 
be heard.

After remaining in the house a 
ew moments, Mr. Kinney left to go to his 
on'a house on East Eldorado street, to 
am of the condition of his sick grand- 
aughter; however, he returned in a few 


moments, took hia money out of his 
ocket--$85 in cash, and $40 in checks— 
nd placed the vihole amount in a glass 
umbler on a table near the window. He 
ten departed, and was absent until 10:30, 
hen he came back, removed a part of 
ia clothing and sat down by the stove 
ear his wife—the tumbler still standing 
n the table. The room w«s partly illu- 
inated by the subdued light of a lamp, 
nd while the couple talked they fell 
sleep, and did not awaken until twelve 
clock 
Mrs. Kinney, still about half 


sleep, left the sitting-room to fasten the 
ack doore, and Mr. Kinney was in the 
ct of rising from his chair, when and- 
enly a thundering crash was heard, fol- 
jwed by another equally as stunning.— 
'he glass and sash of the south window 
ame flying into the room, the curtain 
ame down with a flutter, the light went 
ut, the tumbler containing the money 
isappeared, and, in less than a minute, 
1 was quiet again. Mr. Kinney, who 
iewed the whole proceeding, at first 
bought a mad man was at large, and was 
altering down the house. He wai pow- 
rless to do anything, and didn't miss the 


money until after the burglars had left. 


Irs. Kinney was about to enter the room 
hen the crash came, aud, woman-like, 
bricked several times, and then went up 
tairs.intcnding to glance out of an upper 
InJow with the hope of discovering the 
erpetrators of the deed. On learning of 
is loss, Mr. Kinney made an examination 
f the premises, aud saw that the lower 
ash of the window had been smashed in, 
nd that a gallon jug had been used in 
oing the damage. The burglars had pro- 
urcd a tub from the back yard, and it 
•as overturned under the window, and 
n it was a stick of cord wood, thus af- 
ording the burglars a suitable platform 
n which to stand while they broke in the 
indow with the jug and made off with 
he money that must have been seen 
irough a window by them while the 
usband and wife sat sleeping in the 
hairs.

Mr. Bixby, went to.his telephone, by the 
id of which he had two policemen>t his 
ouse 45 minutes after the burglary was 
Committed, to whom he related the par- 
iculars .as above stated.

Portrait ot Christ. 


London Keus. 


At a bazaar which was opened 


yesterday at the Hawkstone hall, 
Westminster bridge road, in aid of 
the British society for the propaga- 
tion ofthe gospel among the jews, 
a somewhat remarkable picture, pur- 
porting to be the oldest and finest 
portrait of Christ extant, was exhib- 
ited. 
The painting was lent for 


the purpose of exhibition by Doctor 
Phillip, of Rome, who has affixed 
to it the following description: "It 
is very old and wonderful. It was 
painted from an engraving on a 
medallion accompanied by a manu- 
script on parchment, partly in Latin 
and partly in Greek, giving a de- 
scription of the marks, person, and 
physiognomy ot Christ. It is sup- 
posed to be from the time of the 
early emperors of Rome, and was 
kept till lately in the private muse- 
um of the various popes." 
The 


portrait, which has been recently re- 
stored, represents the head and 
shoulders of the subject, the head 
being turned slightly to the left, and 
the eyes, which bear an expression 
of great tenderness and dignity, 
looking upward. It will doubtless 
form an interesting study for con- 
noisseurs in oil paintings.
